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  (4) WITH REGARD TO THE PROCUREMENT OF HEALTH, 1 

EDUCATIONAL, AND SOCIAL SERVICES: 2 

 

   (I) EFFECT AND ENHANCE COMMUNICATION BETWEEN 3 

STATE UNITS ON PROCUREMENT MATTERS, WITH AN EMPHASIS ON 4 

DISSEMINATING INFORMATION ON CURRENT DEVELOPMENTS AND ADVANCES IN 5 

PROCUREMENT METHODS AND MANAGEMENT; 6 

 

   (II) PROVIDE A FORUM FOR THE DISCUSSION OF SPECIFIC 7 

PROCUREMENT ISSUES AND PROBLEMS THAT ARISE; 8 

 

   (III) ADVISE THE BOARD ON PROBLEMS IN THE 9 

PROCUREMENT PROCESS AND MAKE RECOMMENDATIONS FOR IMPROVEMENT 10 

TO THE PROCUREMENT PROCESS; AND 11 

 

   (IV) REVIEW EXISTING PROCUREMENT REGULATIONS TO 12 

DETERMINE WHETHER THEY FULFILL THE INTENT AND PURPOSE OF THE LAW, 13 

ESPECIALLY AS THE LAW RELATES TO FOSTERING BROAD–BASED COMPETITION 14 

AND MAKING EFFECTIVE USE OF STATE FUNDS FOR THE DELIVERY OF HEALTH, 15 

EDUCATIONAL, AND SOCIAL SERVICES; AND 16 

 

  (5) ON OR BEFORE DECEMBER 31 OF EACH YEAR, REPORT TO 17 

THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, IN ACCORDANCE WITH § 2–1246 OF THE STATE 18 

GOVERNMENT ARTICLE, ON THE COUNCIL’S ACTIVITIES AND 19 

RECOMMENDATIONS REGARDING THE PROCUREMENT OF HEALTH, 20 

EDUCATIONAL, AND SOCIAL SERVICES BY STATE AGENCIES. 21 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 22
